President Signs

dent Kennedy formally ratified 
he limited nuciear lest

treaty today,, calling it "a clear 
and honorable national commit' 
merit" to the cause ot man's sur- 
vival. 


Kennedy, in a len-minute cere- 


mony in the historic Treaty Room 
ot the White Mouse, said the 
agreement to ban all but under- 
ground nuclear tests was "great 
with promise" and marks a begin- 
ning that could lead to further 
East-West agreements. 


"If tills treaty (aits," Kennedy 


said, "it will not, be our doing,, 
and even if it fails, we shall not 
regret that we made this com- 
mitment." 


The President said the United 


States "can and must keep our 
vigilance"—an obvious reference 
to his earlier promise that the na- 
tion would be in a position to 
quickly resume atmospheric teat- 
ng of nuclear weapons should 
some other power violate the 
treaty.

The Senate consented to ratifi-

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Some- 


thing, maybe the Hollywood in- 
fluence, induced the Los Angeles 
Dodgers to come up with a new 
ending this season. 


A year ago, after they blew the 


pennant to the San Francisco Gi- 
ants, the scene in the Dodger 
dressing room was one of utter 
despair. The doors were locked 
for an hour. When newsmen final- 
ly got in, they found the floor 
cluttered with half-empty bottles 
and half-loaded athletes.

Sunday to re-shoot the last scene. 
They finally got their happy end- 
ing. 


The team that had pulled one of 


the 
most 
astonishing fainting 


spells in baseball history in 1962 
had pulled one of the neatest 
tricks of the generation a year 
later by taking the World Series 
from the Yankees in four straight. 


In 1962, they were pouring bour- 


bon for each other. In 1963, they 
were pouring champagne on1 each 
oilier. 


The celebration barely had be- 


gun when Yankee Manager Ralph 
Houk, no stranger to victory par- 
ties, walked in to congratulate 
Dodger Manager Walter Alston. 


"You 
had it coming to you." 


Houk said graciously. 


"We just caught you in o 


slump." said Alston. 


The rest of the dressing room 


dialogue was predictably exhuber- 
ant. 
Until Frank Howard, ths 


Bunyanesque outfielder, got into 
the act. 


In the fifth inning, Howard hit 


a ball 450 feet and became the 
first man to homer into the sec- 
ond deck in left field at Dodger 
Stadium. 


Howard, incredibly, brushed It 


off like a bad-bounce single. 


"I can't say1 it gave me a big- 


ger thrill lhan any other home 
run I've ever hit," he said. "I've; 
hit a lot of balls farther." 


In a corridor outside the dress- 


ing room, Pete Richert was pour- 
ing champagne over the head of 
Ron Fairly. 


"I'm still usin^ that greasy kid 


stuff," Fairly said. 


Tho Yankees took their dcfeaf 


gracefully, if not easily. 


"We played a good series," 


Houk insisted. "And1 we'll win a 
let mere seric's in the fu'tiure." 


Joe Pepitone, the Yankee first 


baseman, was thinking abo'it the 
seventh inning. That was when 
Ciete Boyer fielded Jim Gilliam's 
grounder and threw to Pepitone 
who let the ball get by him for a 
three-base error. Gilliam scored 
the winning run on a fly ball. 


"I lost the ball in the sun and 


the white shirts of the grand- 
stands," Pepitone said. "First it 
hit my wrist, then my forearm, 
then my chest. All I could see 
was shirts. 


"If it had1 only hit the ground 


first I might have caught it." 


"I feel badly for Peppy," Houk 


said. "The ball was right there 
for him. It wasn't bad defensive 
play that cost1 us the series. It 
was a case of a ball being lost- 
It was magnified by the fact it 
was in the series."

heroes. Pepitone, with one of the 
most costly errors in baseball 
history, is the goat. 


"S-- 0- B-—." cursed the slen- 


der, likable Italian youth from 
Brooklyn. "You play good all sea- 
son and then blow the big game. 
It has to happen to somebody and 
I guess it might as well be me." 


As Pepitone tossed off his socks 


Sunday in the Yankee dressing 
room—a place that resembled1 the 
main mausoleum at Forest Lawn 
in many ways, he added: 


"Clete's throw was good. I lost 


It in the crowd. I just saw a white 
spot. It hit my wrist, then for fore- 
arm and finally my chest—every- 
place but my glove." 


Clete Boyer,, going three feet jn 


the air like a graceful bird, made 
a sensational stop'of Jim Gilliam's 
hard smash down the third base- 
i'ine1 in the seventh with the score 
tied 1-1. 


Boyer, with one of the surest 


arms in baseball made a perfect 
throw. But it sailed past Pepitone 
and rolled toward the stands. By 
the! time Pepitone. retrieved the 
ball, Gilliam was on third base 
on what should have been an out. 


Then Willie Davis drove a long 


fly to Mickey Mantle in center. 
The Mick threw a strike to home 
plate but Gilliam could have 
crawled' the last 20 feet and still 
have scored. 


Skowron, who batted only .203 


during the regular season, hit .385 
for the Series—even with a hitless 
day in three times up in the final 
game. 


In the Dodgers' dressing room, 


Skowron's 
teammates 
happily 


sang a parody on Walt Disney's 
Mousketeers song—but the Dodger 
version, in tribute to one of the 
happier trades of the year, was 
called "Mickey Moose." 


Over in the solemn Yankee 


dressing room, no one sang—or 
even smiled.
